If the Town of Rochester was founded on June 4, 
1679, then that can only mean one thing - Rochester has 
just officially turned 340 years old. 

It used to be called "Sippican" by the 
Wampanoags, the Native American tribe who inhabited 
the land when the first English settlers arrived in the area 
and founded Rochester, naming it after their native home 
of Rochester, England. 

Fast forward to June 4, 2019 to a Rochester that, 
although it is geographically smaller, still maintains much 
of its rustic charm 340 years later. To celebrate the 340 
years of bucolic existence, third-graders from Rochester 
Memorial School helped the town celebrate this big 
birthday at the Senior Center by licking blue icing from 
a big beautiful birthday cake and enjoying a guided tour 
of historical Rochester, an event coordinated by Cathy 
Hardy. 

Hardy, a retired fourth-grade teacher from RMS, 
decided this year was an ideal time to reinstate the guided 
tour originally created by Judy Gurney, a town historian 
and founder of the Rochester Historical Society. 

"I just felt like this was a good year to start back," 
said Hardy, who is looking ahead to the town's 350 th

birthday already. "Three-hundred and fifty is coming up 
and, if we educate the kids as to what's in the town, and if 
we get them to have pride in Rochester, we should be able 
to put together a fantastic [350 th birthday] celebration for 
the town." 

The students started the day in North Rochester, 
broke for a picnic lunch at the Dexter Lane ball fields, 
and then walked over to the Senior Center for a little 
celebration with members of the COA, Friends of the 
CO A, and Selectman Woody Hartley and his wife, Sharon, 
a member of the school committee. 

The students each received a free t-shirt courtesy 
of a grant provided by the Rochester Lions Club and 
an anonymous donor. A grant from the United Way of 
Greater New Bedford and the Friends of the COA helped 
pay for the busses for the tour.

Living with Wildlife 

By Jean Perry 

Marion residents were given a crash course on 
living with wildlife during a guest speaker presentation at 
the police station on May 30. 

Deane Johansen, originally from Marion, is a 
problem animal control (PAC) agent. He's the guy you 
call when you've got critters living on your property, 
in your house, or under your shed that have proven 
themselves to be dangerous, destructive, or, worse even.

potentially deadly. 

The most common local wildlife problems are 
with raccoons, foxes, woodchucks, coyotes, opossums, 
fishers, rats and mice, squirrels and chipmunks, and bats. 
The best way to avoid problems with these critters, says 
Johansen, is to take certain actions to inhibit the animals' 
desire to make your home theirs. 

Much of the information he had for residents was 
repeated throughout the presentation, Johansen pointed 
out, because most of the solutions can be applied to most 
of these species. Take bird feeders, for example. Bird 
feeders attract more than just birds, said Johansen. 

"Everyone in their neighborhood or their town 
likes to see the birds and stuff, so they hang their bird 
feeders," said Johansen. But there are other ways of 
attracting birds to your yard, he said. 

"By providing native plants, fresh water, and 
bird houses, you can attract birds to your yard without 
needing to use bird feeders," said Johansen. "Most 
bird feeders draw the unwanted attention of squirrels, 
chipmunks, mice, rats, and even black bears." 

Johansen isn't saying you shouldn't have a bird 
feeder, but he is warning us not to make our properties 
enticing to wildlife. 

"The little birds also draw in the little critters," he 
said. "We can't just get rid of the animals we don't want. 
You have to try to find a way not to bring them to your 
yard in the first place." 

Because once that happens, a homeowner's 
options are relatively limited. 

"It is our responsibility for securing our lands, 
yards, and buildings to avoid welcoming critters to create 
a home in ours," said Johansen. 

First, no PAC agent or animal control officer 
(ACO) can trap or capture a wild animal on your property 
and transport it somewhere else off the property. State law 
forbids it. The only option, if the animal can be trapped, is 
to humanely euthanize it. And only sick animals that can 
be caught either with a pole of net, he said, can be helped. 

"The capture and removal of nuisance animals 
in the home or property is only half the problem," said 
Johansen. "If the entry point to the house is not found or

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fixed, a new animal will take the old one's place. This is 
particularly true of the spaces under porches, decks, and 
sheds. These areas provide an ideal den area for a number 
of animals." 

Wild animals can do a surprising amount of 
damage to our homes, said Johansen, whether it is the 
chewing from rodents, the damage by raccoons and their 
left behind scat, the droppings of a colony of bats, or the 
digging of woodchucks. Rodents chew, he said, including 
electrical wires - a potential fire hazard. 

"Every day we're trying to learn to coexist with 
the animals," said Johansen. Here are some tips for doing 
so: 

Compost piles versus compost bins 

"The main thing is, we want to compost because 
we want to use the rich soil... and we don't want to 
bring the uninvited guests," said Johansen. If you don't 
secure your compost, an open bin is a veritable feast for a 
raccoon. 

Secure your garbage. 

"Skunks will raid your open trash materials and 
compost piles," said Johansen. "Secure your garbage in 
tough plastic containers with tight-fitting lids and keep 
them in secure buildings when possible." 

And switch to taking out the trash on the 
morning pick-up is scheduled, not the previous night. 
Keep pets indoors and supervised. 

Small pets are prey to some of the wildlife around

us. And feeding pets outdoors is a no-no, said Johansen. 
Furthermore, never ever provide food for wildlife to 
attract them to your property. 

"Keep wildlife wild," said Johansen. 
Understand wildlife behavior. 

Often people become alarmed when they see 
wildlife during the day or in the winter when they think 
animals should be hibernating, but foxes, especially 
during the spring, are out during the day searching for 
food for their kits. 


nights. Skunks will be out and about stretching their legs 
and searching for food. When temperatures stay below 
freezing, however, skunks will sleep to conserve energy." 
Good fences make good neighbors. 

At least the saying is true when it comes to 
wildlife. If you grow vegetables in your yard, you 
especially know this to be true. Bury fencing at least a foot 
underground as well to keep out those woodchucks, and 
make the fence at least three feet high (and at a 45 degree 
angle) to keep them from climbing over it. 

Sprinkling blood meal, ground black pepper, 
dried blood, talc powder, urine-saturated kitty litter, and 
even hair clippings helps to keep animals from coming 
and especially from staying. 

What is most important, Johansen said, is that, in 
order to control wildlife in your neighborhood, neighbors 
have to share the same mindset and work together by 
adopting the same measures to control wildlife. 

Once a den or burrow is discovered, it's 
important to destroy it. Otherwise, another animal will 
eventually move in. Even if, for example, a fox den is 
vacant for one, two, or three years. Eventually a fox will 
find it and move in, especially if habitat or territory is 
limited within an area with a large fox population. 


"And skunks are not true hibernators," said 
Johansen. "When night-time temperatures are above 30 
degrees, skunks become active for periods of time. Thus, 
dog owners should be aware on unusually warm winter

"[Foxes] require only a source of food, water, 
and cover," said Johansen. "If you want to make your 
property less attractive to foxes and avoid any problems, 
avoid providing them these simple life staples. 

"It is our responsibility for securing our lands, 
yards, [and] buildings to avoid welcoming them to 
creating a home in ours," said Johansen.

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things he was doing - singing and harmonizing with 
songs on the radio, teaching himself how to play the 
piano and later the ukulele, writing music and, oh yeah, 
before he became a teen, winning New England's Got 
Talent. 

That was back in 2017. Since that time Gibbons 
has been developing his talent and, as such, his interest in 
all things musical has grown. "I write music, and I'd like 
to produce music," he shared recently. 

Sitting in his kitchen with his mom by his side.

sacrifices. But school comes first Mom insists. "He missed 
about three weeks of school while in Texas and New 
York," she confided. But he has been working hard to 
catch-up and stay current with his classmates. Nolan 
explained the delicate balance between music and school. 
"I didn't want my music to be the wrong decision." A 
decision that could have had a negative impact on his 
grades in school. "It's tough making it work," he said, "... 
but worth it." 

Early on Nolan's parents recognized the 
importance of providing their talented child with rich 
educational experiences that included music. That was 
a primary reason the family settled in Marion, Shelia 
shared. They believed that the music programs at both 
Sippican Elementary School and the Old Rochester 
Regional School District schools would give Nolan a 
chance to continue on his musical journey. Both Nolan 
and his mother credit the music teachers in the schools 
with helping him grow musically. "We said to ourselves, 
'We have this talented kid; it's our job to create a space 
that gives him opportunities.'" 

Gibbons' parents are fully aware of the pitfalls 
that talented youths may experience.

John O'Rourke of Good Energy updated the 
Board of Selectmen on June 3 on what is to come and

savings," O'Rourke said. Only once was Ever source's rate 
slightly lower than the aggregation's lowest bid, he said, 
"But since then, in every other [bid], there's been savings 
for those residents, so all in all it's been a very successful 
organization." 

The SRPEDD community aggregation was 
started in January 2016 and was renewed again in 2018. 
The next renewal is not until January 2021, however, so 
O'Rourke suggested Rochester begin its membership in 
the aggregation in the spring of 2020 on a one-year term 
at first, and then join the aggregation during its renewal in 
2021. 

"The best start for Rochester would be to have a 
program that's coterminous with the SRPEDD group," 
said O'Rourke. "It'll be just a simple plan to bridge that 
gap for you ... and then in 2021 you join together." 

The next step in this process is for the Board of 
Selectmen to approve Good Energy's savings agreement, 
which will first be fleshed out by town counsel, signed by 
the selectmen, and then approved by the Massachusetts 
Department of Energy Resources and the Department of 
Public Utilities. 

"We do all the work; you make the decisions," 
said O'Rourke. Rochester would be allowed to make 
adjustments to the agreement, he added. 

This part of the process takes from eight to 
11 months to complete, O'Rourke told the board, "So, 
essentially, this is not a fast process at all, but it's a steady 
process." 

Good Energy then will start a public outreach 
campaign to inform residents about the aggregation 
program, its benefits, and what residents would be 
required to do. 

The community electricity aggregation program 
is an opt-out program, which means residents will 
automatically be enrolled into the program unless they 
choose to disenroll. There will be a 30-day disenrollment 
period once they receive the letter from Good Energy in 
the mail, but residents can drop out of the program at any 
time for any reason with no penalties or fees. 

O'Rourke said residents will see no changes in 
their bill, except for the name of the electricity provider.

and bills would still be issued by Eversource. Eversource 
is still responsible for power line maintenance and power 
outages, and residents should experience no interruptions 
at all once the program begins. 

Residents also have the option to select electricity 
from renewable energy sources on an individual basis, 
anywhere from partially renewable to 100 percent 
renewable sources, if they so choose. 

O'Rourke will put together the plan and send to 
the board next week. 

Also during the meeting, as a result of numerous 
questions at Town Meeting regarding veterans' benefits. 
Veterans Services Clerk Jo-Ann O'Malley gave a brief 
overview of her office and the services it provides under 
the leadership of Veterans Agent Barry Denham. 

The office serves all three of the Tri-Towns, she 
said, and the office is open Tuesday -Thursday 8:00 am 
- 4:00 pm. She said they assist veterans who qualify for 
certain state aid, which is calculated based on income. 
Veterans who receive benefits fall below the 200 percent 
federal poverty level, and benefits include heating 
assistance, medical insurance and cost assistance, and 
help filling out forms. 

Municipalities have a budget line item for 
veterans' benefits, and 75 percent of what is spent is 
reimbursed from the state. Of the Rochester line item, 
only Rochester vets are provided for, O'Malley clarified 
in response to questions some residents had during Town 
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Meeting. 

"If anyone knows a vet who is in need," said 
O'Malley - perhaps a vet trying to live in their own home, 
but struggling to afford home insurance or their social 
security benefits simply aren't enough to sustain them, 
"We often can point folks in the right direction." 

"It's my honor every day to serve the veterans 
of my hometown, Rochester, and of Marion and 
Mattapoisett.

Department for an 18' X 20' shelter; $1,000 to the Facility 
and Park Department for speed bumps; and $4,000 to the 
Rochester Country Fair. 

Selectman Greenwood "Woody" Hartley asked 
Kelly Morgado of the Rochester Country Fair Board of 
Directors to find a solution to what Hartley sees as a 
problem - the scouts' repeated requests for donations 
upon entry to the country fairgrounds during the fair. 

Hartley said he often attends the fair three times, 
but each time the Scouts, upon entry, "hang the bucket" 
under the window of his vehicle. If he gives the scouts $5 
during one visit, one donation should be enough, he said.

Beach Access, Boat Insurance, Shellfish Regs 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen

All things related to recreating in and around the 
fair shores of Mattapoisett were discussed when the Board 
of Selectmen met on June 4. 

During his report Town Administrator Mike 
Gagne said that, given the uptick in questions to town hall 
about whether or not the beach and parking area at the 
end of Reservation Road was public or private, he wanted 
to give an explanation of the agreement set years ago 
between the town and the private golf club. 

While Gagne went into detail for the benefit of 
the public, including past agreements and more recent 
agreements made to accommodate the easements needed

Island Beach, which is public. Cars are not allowed 
to park at the beach and the roadway is restricted to 
residents and town vehicles. 

"We need to respect their private property," 

Gagne said of the parking and beach area on the club side 
of the breach. 

Coming before the selectmen was Harbormaster 
Jill Simmons who has been writing a new set of 
regulations for boaters with permits at slip and skiff 
spaces. Selectman Jordan Collyer said it was important for 
the town to do its due diligence on the matter of liability 
insurance. The issue of insurance becomes greater as the 
size of the boat gets larger. Thus, dinghies would not be 
required to be insured nor would smaller vessels. These 
items are most often covered by homeowner insurance, 
Simmons added. But larger boats mean larger investments

with the potential for greater losses in the event that 
something goes wrong. She said that marinas have 
instituted insurance requirements for their customers, but 
that the amount of coverage was "all over the place." 

Gagne said that boatowners were responsible for 
any and all damages done to town-owned assets, even in 
the event of storms. He also said that they are working 
on a document that boaters with permits issued from 
town hall would have to agree to sign. That document is 
a release that would keep the town from liability in the 
event someone is injured on town wharf ladders, docks, 
floats, and other waterside equipment. They plan to send 
out the release forms with permit renewals in November. 

While the language has yet to be finalized, both 


Collyer and Selectman Paul Silva, along with Gagne, were 
very pleased with the document Simmons developed and 
with the work she had done on the matter of insurance. 
The selectmen agreed to have both line items placed 
on an upcoming agenda for completion of review and 
acceptance for 2020 implementation. 

Another marine-related matter Simmons has 
been working on is the rewriting of rules and regulations 
for shellfish aquaculture. She said, "When I got here, I 
found a 30-page document!" She said those outdated 
pages were now winnowed down to five concise pages. 
"They are pretty simple, pretty basic, [and] they look out 
for the farmers and the community," she stated. She said 
that much of the text had come from "the laws of the

Gagne said that Simmons had worked closely 
with the Massachusetts Division of Marine Fisheries 
in developing the new regulations. He said that the 
public would have a chance to weigh-in on the town's 
requirements. The document will be uploaded to the 
town website where public comment could be made for a 
period of 21 days. 

Collyer asked that Home Rule language be added 
to the regulations. Gagne said that there were 1,200 acres 
of aquaculture space in the entire Commonwealth with 
Mattapoisett playing host to the largest at 100 acres. 

In an unrelated but harborside matter, Silva 
inquired when the new pump-out boat would be ready 
to service the public. Simmons confirmed that the boat 
should be ready by the end of next week. 

In other matters, Gagne said that after much 
dialog with Verizon by the town's representative, William 
Hewing of KP Law, the best deal the town can hope to 
achieve with the utility is a 5-year program. Silva thought 
that Verizon was preparing for getting out of the cable 
television business. The town had hoped to reach an 
agreement for a locked-in price for 10 years, but that was 
not to be unless the town was willing to grant Verizon 
the option of backing out at any time. In the end, the 
selectmen agreed a 5-year contract, which was most likely 
the best they could get. 

Gagne asked and received permission to move 
ahead with a request for a formal review of all utility 
poles along neighboring beach roads. He said that in 
some areas, such as Aucoot Road, the poles were leaning 
dangerously. 

Highway Superintendent Barry Denham asked 
permission to install "no parking" signs along grassed 
areas near the Tripp Mill Brook near Tinkham Pond and 
at The Bogs. He said that these spaces had been seeded 
and grass was growing, but had been heavily damaged by 
cars parking in undesignated areas. 

Collyer also asked what could be done with 
cars parking along Mattapoisett Neck Road near the 
entrance to the bike path. He expressed deep concern for 
pedestrians trying to walk along the shoulder. Collyer

his request for consideration in person during the 
meeting. 

Gerber, who was appointed during the last 
meeting to serve on the Conservation Commission and 
the Affordable Housing Trust, was drilled on whether 
he was a full-time resident or simply an owner of land 
in Marion, and also faced questions about his real estate 
career and any potential business conflicts of interest. 

According to Gerber, he grew up in the Tri-Town 
and owns property in Marion. He said he attended the 
town meeting last month and voted, but selectmen were 
still wondering what Gerber's situation is. 

"Owning property is a little bit vaguer than 
saying 'I own a home'," said Chairman Randy Parker. 

Gerber said he owns two properties with a 
family member but did not specify. He agreed that he is 
a resident of Marion by finally responding "Yeah" to the 
question. 

Parker couldn't quite ascertain whether Gerber 
was a real estate lawyer or broker because Gerber 
expressed his interest in real estate law, but finally 
answered that he was a real estate broker and wanted to 
start a company of his own. 

Front Street resident Peter Douglas questioned 
Gerber on his real estate career and asked for his opinion 
on the potential for conflicts of interest. Gerber said he 
could not predict any. 

Douglas, the plaintiff in a lawsuit against the 
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Zoning Board of Appeals, then aired his grievance over 
ZBA Chairman Marc LeBlanc being in the real estate 
business and alleged that ZBA member Michelle Smith 
was also a real estate worker. 

Douglas hammered into LeBlanc again later in 
the meeting when he asked the selectmen to consider 
an applicant's "competence" before appointing or 
reappointing members. 

Baldwin's interview wasn't as long. 

"I think I'm a reasonable voice," said Baldwin. "I 
believe I am able to listen to all sides of an issue and study 
the issue and try to be knowledgeable and try to be an 
even keel voice." 


Baldwin commended the board on its due 
diligence in making its appointment, saying she was 
happy that appointing members was no longer a matter of 
simply having "warm bodies" available for the positions. 

Chairman LeBlanc confirmed that he would defer 
to the Board of Selectmen in its selections, which it will 
make at a later date. 

The selectmen have delayed making its 
reappointments to committees and boards until July 31 in 
order to interview candidates up for reappointment. Gone 
are the days of "wholesale" reappointment motions. 

"I think that we owe it to the town to do a more 
thorough evaluation," said Waterman. "Not just of new 
candidates, but also for [reappointed ones]." 

In other news, the board authorized McGrail and 
DPW Director David Willett to put the formal request for 
proposals (RFP) for a new comprehensive wastewater 
back out to bid a second time. 

"I think we decided that was in the best interest 
of the town as far as the process goes and the creation of 
what we're looking for ... that we start over again and 
that we ask -1 reached out to all the groups that bid on 
the projects," said McGrail. 

McGrail said it was important to re-bid the 
management plan "to make sure the final product is 
compliant with the [Massachusetts Department of 
Environmental Protection]." 

"I think it was the best direction for us as a town 
to rebid it and look at it in another way," said McGrail. 

Five companies submitted proposals for the 

project. 

"Some were a little concerned because they put 
a lot of effort and time into the plan that they presented 
to us," said McGrail, and some were still interested in 
soliciting the business of the Town of Marion. 

He said he would issue the RFP mid-summer. 

"We have the blessing of the town to move 
forward with this," said McGrail, adding that the 
document was too important to "rush." 

"There's no tight fuse on it," said Waterman, 
saying it would be best to spend some time to get it right. 
"So, we've got time." 
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Also during the meeting, the board authorized 
new DPW Director David Willett as the town's 
representative for the Municipal Separate Storm Sewer 
System (MS4) permit. 

The board accepted a $5,000 check from the 
town's insurance company earmarked specifically for a 
memorial to honor Firefighter Thomas Nye. Nye, 72, lost 
his life on February 27, just hours after assisting in a fire 
call the night before. The board will enlist the Marion 
Firefighters' Association to determine how it would like 
to memorialize Nye. 

"I think it's a benefit we didn't know we had," 
said McGrail. [It's a] great opportunity to memorialize a 
tragic situation." 

McGrail presented the board with his suggestion 
that all department heads, clerical staff, and board and 
committee members attend a mandatory Open Meeting 
Law (OML) training session in July. 

"I think it's warranted," said McGrail, alluding to 
some pending OML complaints that are still unresolved. 

The training will be hosted by town counsel at the 
Music Hall, he said, and topics such as minute-taking and 
ethics laws would be discussed. 

The next meeting of the Marion Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for June 18 at 7:00 pm at the 
Marion Town House. 
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Tree Spared the Ax 

Mattapoisett Planning Board 

By Marilou Newell 

No one can say that Mattapoisett doesn't try its 
best to protect and defend trees, especially those that are 
on town property or public easements. That truth was 
demonstrated on June 3 when the Mattapoisett Town 
Hall conference room filled for the continued public 
hearing of the Form C Definitive Subdivision application 
filed by Scott Snow. In attendance were members of the 
Mattapoisett Tree Committee, Tree Warden Roland Cote, 
and interested townspeople - people who were invested 
in not only the fate of the proposed project, but the tree in 
question. 

The project, Eldridge Estates, a five-lot 
subdivision planned for a large parcel of land off Prospect 
Road, features a private entrance roadway next to a tree 
- a very large, very healthy tree that was planted by the 
town many decades ago in the public easement. 

The project, which has been on and off the agenda 
of the Mattapoisett Planning Board since July 2018, has 
gone through much iteration. It has also been the subject 
of frustration for Chairman Tom Tucker who believed the 
applicant was unprepared to present a fully fleshed out 
project. There was also an issue that arose with another 
project Snow developed that has lain incomplete for a 
decade. But first, the tree. 

As the board members began to go through a list 
of waivers presented by Snow's representative, Richard 
Rheaume of Prime Engineering, the issue of whether or 
not the linden tree should be given the ax or left in peace 
was discussed for more than 30 minutes. 

While the applicant did not include removal 
of the tree in his plans, as Snow's earlier concepts kept 
the tree in place, subsequent study of the roadway 
layout found the tree in the crosshairs of Highway 
Superintendent Barry Denham. 

Denham had suggested that snow removal 
would be difficult at the entranceway to the subdivision 
because the tree was in the path of the plow blade. During 
previous debates on the future of the tree, he argued that 
although the roadway for the five-lot subdivision was 
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private, history had shown that such roads could become 
the responsibility of the town. Denham also questioned 
the width of the roadway, planned at 20-feet, believing it 
was insufficient for emergency apparatus. 

The board members asked for and received a 
letter from the Fire Department regarding the tree. Tucker 
read the letter from Chief Andrew Murray. Murray had 
taken large fire trucks to the project site and tested the 
viability of the entranceway. He confirmed that the tree 
would not impede the equipment if a height clearance of 
13.6 feet was maintained at all times. 

Cote and the Tree Committee made the case for 
leaving the tree in place noting its age, somewhere north 
of 50 years, and size. Tree Committee Chairman Sandra 
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Hering also pleaded to leave the specimen in place. When 
the waiver vote was taken for that line item, the tree was 
spared the ax. 

But that wasn't the only drama of the night. 

There came a point in the two-hour long meeting 
when there arose a problem with the plans. It became 
clear that the board members and the engineer were 
looking at different documents. Rheaume had some 
pages from an earlier set, while the board members were 
saying they had never received a newer set dated May 30. 

In the absence of Mary Crain, Planning Board 
administrator. Tucker called a recess while he and 
board member Arlene Fidalgo attempted to locate plans 
Rheaume said his office had in fact sent. 

Upon returning. Tucker announced that he had 
spoken to Crain and learned that the missing plans had 
not been received in time for the board members to 
review them prior to the meeting. 

However, Tucker did allow the meeting to 
continue. 

The board continued to review each of the six 
waivers requested, such as exempting the need for a 
separate utilities plan, accepting the 20-foot roadway, and 
other matters related to the layout of the private road and 
drainage system. Tucker said of the waivers, "Let's finish 
waivers, everything's looking better now." He also told 
Rheaume that the hearing would have to be continued, 
"Two more weeks isn't going to kill anyone." 

At the urging of board member Janice Robbins, 
the issues of surety, bond versus land, and all things 
related to ensuring that the project is completed was 
discussed. 

A fly in the ointment for Snow seemed to be 
buzzing in from another project, one that has gone 
incomplete for a decade - Ocean Breeze. 

Later in the evening. Tucker commented that he 
had wanted to bring up this problematic subdivision, 
but had been advised to consider Eldridge Estates on 
its own merits without consideration of other matters. 
When asked about the status of the incomplete roadway 
at that earlier project. Snow said he was holding checks. 

It was later learned those were to pay for the top coat 
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on the Ocean Breeze roadway, and that work would be 
completed in a few days. Snow said that issues with 
FEMAhad caused the 10-year long delay 

Robbins thought, for the project now before the 
board, a performance bond would be beneficial. Rheaume 
wanted the board to consider holding lots versus a cash 
surety. 

That matter will be taken up when the applicant 
returns to the Planning Board on June 17 with a final set 
of plans. Tucker remarked after the applicant had left the 
room, "They'll forget something." 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Planning 
Board is scheduled for June 17 at 7:00pm in the Town Hall 
conference room.

Historic Long Wharf Repairs Coming 

Mattapoisett Marine Advisory Board 

By Marilou Newell 

During the May 30 meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Marine Advisory Board (MAB), members were starting to 
smile as they heard from Chairman Carlos DaSousa that 
Long Wharf repairs have not been forgotten. 

The condition of the historic wharf, built in the 
1800's at the height of the boat building era, has been a 
concern for not only the MAB and Selectmen, but also for 
boaters who depend on the wharf. 

DaSousa said that Field Engineering had 
provided some preliminary drawings to begin the process 
of scoping out just what the structure needed. He added 
that the town had engaged Foth-CLE Engineering Group 
to develop construction drawings from which the bidding 
could take place. 

In a follow-up with Town Administrator Mike 
Gagne, he told The Wanderer that in the Fall, once the 
construction documents have been completed, the town 
could apply for a B.I.G Grant, or Boating Infrastructure 
Grant from the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service. According 
to Gagne, those monies could be as much as $180,000. 

He added that at the Town's Fall Special Town Meeting, 
the Selectmen would be asking voters to appropriate 
$60,000 to cover the cost of developing the construction 
documents. 

As an aside, Gagne said, the position for a full¬ 
time harbormaster had just been posted on professional 
platforms such as The Beacon and Massachusetts 
Harbormasters Association, and would also be advertised 
in local media. At the Spring Town Meeting, voters 
approved a plan to expand the harbormaster position to 
full-time from seasonal. The Selectmen had supported 
the change believing that the town's biggest asset was its 
waterfront and that the Waterfront Enterprise Fund could 
financially support the change. 

Regarding the town's new pump-out boat. 
Harbormaster Jill Simmons told The Wanderer on May 31 
that several pieces of electronic equipment still needed 
to be installed and that the hose connections needed 
to be relocated to the rear of the boat from the center 
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console. She mentioned she is also waiting on the delivery 
of weather-proofing materials for the GPS equipment. 
Simmons thought that the boat would be ready in about 
two weeks to provide sanitary pumping services. In the 
meantime, boaters aren't without a place to clean-out their 
holding tanks. 

Simmons said that the pump-out service located 
at the end of Long Wharf was available 24-hours a day, 
seven days a week. For those needing assistance at the 
shore-side sanitary unit, staff are available from 8:00 am to 
5:00 pm at the present time. 

Recently the new boat, which has hose equipment 
and pumps capable of dewatering marine craft, was 
used as part of a rescue when a 46-foot wooden boat was

recently launched and immediately began to take on 
water. 

Simmons also commented on a plan she rolled 
out to the MAB during their April 25 meeting. At that 
time she said she'd be narrowing the channel coming into 
the inner-harbor from 500-feet to 300-feet. She said this 
was necessary because visitors who are not familiar with 
the local marine rules oftentimes exceed the 5-mile-per- 
hour speed sending wakes that rock boats moored nearby. 
"It's not too bad if you are on the deck, but if someone is 
working up on a mast, they'll be rocking and rolling ... 

It's dangerous," she stated.

At first, it looked like sixth-seeded Old Rochester 
Regional was going to set the tone early in their matchup 
against No. 11 Plymouth South. But by the game's end, 
the Bulldogs had run out of answers and time, falling 9-4 
in the first round of the MIAA Division 2 South Sectional 
tournament. 

The biggest obstacle for the Bulldogs (12-7) after 
taking a 2-1 advantage in the first was slowing down 
Plymouth South (10-8).

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Bloody

The Wild Bunch (1969). Starring William Holden and 
Ernest Borgnine. Directed by Sam Peckinpah. Running 
time: 145 minutes. MPAA rating: R. Available on 
physical and streaming home media (including Netflix). 

Watching The Wild Bunch, Sam Peckinpah's 
magnum opus, you might imagine it should have killed 
off all Westerns forevermore. Or movies. The film, which 
celebrates its 50th anniversary on June 18, was designed 
to flip our violence-craving switch off by giving us 
splattering, gushing, slow-motion carnage. Instead, to 
Peckinpah's chagrin, it fed and reinforced that craving. 
And yet, to modern eyes, it's not the copious blood squibs 
and squirts that feel revolutionary (not when we know 
it was preceded by Kurosawa and Herschell Gordon 
Lewis); it's Lou Lombardo's time-scrambling editing, 
which glides from regular to slow motion between shots 
during the sequences of greatest brutality. Old-school 
mythmaking met new-school technique and produced, 
as Pauline Kael had it, a new wine that exploded the old 
bottle of the Western. 

The basic story is older than the medium itself — 
a band of aging outlaws on one final score. But Peckinpah 
takes it and tries to strip off all the romanticism that 
had accumulated around the trope for the past seventy 
years or so. In retrospect. Gene Hackman's character in 
Unforgiven can be seen as a Peckinpah figure, debunking 
the grand old legends of the West, replacing the pulps' 
malarkey with his own cheerfully cynical version. (And 
I mean cheerfully; despite the gore and grime of The Wild 
Bunch , its tone is mostly the opposite of grim and gritty. 
There are a few points when characters join in full- 
throated nihilistic laughter.) In this savage universe, death 
is noted and given its due, but only briefly; life is pursuit 
and retreat, and innocence is represented by a group of 
children burning ants and a scorpion alive. 

In such a godless place, only killers and thieves 
with some sort of moral code, however shaky, stand 
a chance of existing with dignity. Our anti-hero. Pike 
Bishop (William Holden), says that if we can't be loyal to 
the men we ride with, we're no better than animals. But 
no one else is obligated to share that ethos. The movie 
is set in 1913, possibly a surprise to newcomers, and the 
appearance of an automobile seems really out of place 
in the reality established in the film up to that point. But 
it's not the car that's the anachronism, it's these men, 
who might have made their bones after or even during 
the Civil War, and who don't belong in the 20th century. 
Moral codes are becoming an endangered species. In 
one short year, all the technology seen or talked about 



by these men — such as the machine gun that gets such 
play during the climax — will be put to use in the first 
Great War. For most of the movie, though, our anti-heroes 

— including Ernest Borgnine as sarcastic Dutch and Ben 
Johnson and Warren Oates as the loutish Gorch brothers 

— ride through a world of six-shooters, rifles, maybe 
dynamite. 

The pictorial style of the film — classical, elegiac 

— bumps up against the technique that fractures and 
prolongs death. Peckinpah uses pure cinema to make 
his point about the world passing these men (this genre) 
by. The Peckinpah figure here might be Deke Thornton 
(Robert Ryan), formerly an associate of Pike, now 
deputized by the railroad to find and kill Pike and his 
gang. Deke doesn't take any pleasure in violence, and isn't 
like some of the human buzzards in his posse who rush 

to denude the dead. Deke seems to see the writing on the 
wall, and Ryan plays him with a sad gravitas typical of 
his great late-career performances. (Indeed, if not for later 
triumphs by Oates and Johnson, I'd be tempted to say 
Peckinpah got career-capping work out of everyone here.) 
A lot of The Wild Bunch, while working to be iconoclastic, 
is also archetypal. If you're going to redefine painting, you 
still have to do it onto a surface, not in thin air. 

And so The Wild Bunch is projected onto a 
big wide screen, larger than almost anything (though 
Peckinpah isn't much interested in aping Sergio Leone's 
near-parodic gigantism). The scale is epic though not 
inflated. The simpler men in the gang seem capable of 
joy, fleeting though it is (literally soaking in wine with 
topless women — the nascent second-wave feminism of 
its era touches this film not in the slightest, by the way). 
The older, wiser men can laugh ruefully at the abyss but 
have stared into it too often to forget it for long. That's 
Peckinpah in sum. This lengthy Panorama movie-movie, 
with its crimson eruptions playing out in open air and 
sunshine, turning the dry Mexican sand into bloody mud, 
may be Peckinpah's most personal film; he's both Pike, 
an old outlaw feeling outmoded, and Deke, a former 
outlaw renouncing disorder. Peckinpah and his film are 
profoundly ambivalent about which is the better man, and 
fifty years later that may remain more of a shock than the 
arterial geysers. 
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the first major institutional building in Marion to have 
been electrified from the very beginning. Electricity 
was introduced to Marion in 1910. Since its founding 
on August 10,1861, Pythagorean Lodge (which housed 
the Masons) has been an important social and charitable 
organization in the town. Col. Henry E. Converse was its 
major benefactor, funding one-third of its $20,000 cost. 

Mattapoisett Recycling 

The Town of Mattapoisett is facing a recycling 
contamination problem. Contamination has become such 
a global problem that China, one of the world's largest 
receivers of recyclables, has instituted a "National Sword" 
policy which now bans 24 types of solid waste, which 
includes various plastics and unsorted paper and sets 
tougher standards for contamination levels. The result 
has been a near complete shutdown of U.S. recycling 
exports. It's a serious issue we need to address. Not only 
from an environmental standpoint, but from a fiscal 
one. To combat this problem, the Town applied for and 
was awarded a grant through MassDEP's Sustainable 
Materials Recovery Program (SMRP) to implement 
Recycling IQ. The purpose is to reduce contamination in 
the residential recycling stream in the Commonwealth. 

One of the major causes of contamination is the 
bagging of recyclables in plastic bags. Plastic wrapping 
and loose plastic bag in recycling bins can have a negative 
effect of being caught in conveyor belts and sorting

Elizabeth Taber's Journey Back to Marion 

Elizabeth Sprague Pitcher was born in 1791 in a 
modest house on a small lane connecting Main and South 
Streets in Marion village. Daughter of Theophilus Pitcher 
and his wife, Sarah, she had five brothers and one sister. 
From the start, she hungered for an education, attending 
every village schoolhouse, and eventually becoming a 
teacher. 

In 1824 she married Stephen Taber, an Acushnet 
clock maker, and they had three children, all of whom 
died before the age of five. Her grief was compounded by 


the deaths of her five brothers, who were all lost at sea or 
died of illness. A few years later, her husband, Stephen, 
died, too. He had successfully invested in whaling ships 
and railroads, and Elizabeth, shrewd with money herself, 
continued to amass a sizable fortune. 

Eight years after losing her husband, Elizabeth 
picked up her black skirts, put on her bonnet, and decided 
to move back to Marion. She began her plan "for the 
improvement and embellishment of my native place, 
lovely Marion, village by the sea." She had no heirs, 
except for one distant cousin named John Foster. He 
drove her every day back and forth by horse and buggy 
from her stately home in New Bedford on dusty roads to 
Marion, while she designed and supervised her various

First, she built a library and a Natural History 
Museum. She paved roads, put in stone walls, and 
planted trees. After sea captains built the Congregational 
church, she donated an organ and constructed the chapel 
across the road for a Sunday School for children. 

Believing in education for the girls and boys of 
Marion, she founded Tabor Academy in 1876 (naming 
it for Mt. Tabor in Palestine rather than for herself.) She 
also built a home for Tabor's first headmaster, Clark P. 
Howland, and then she moved into two rooms upstairs. 
She died there in 1888 at the age of 97. 

In her will, Elizabeth left funds for a Music 
Hall for lectures and concerts, as well as numerous 
endowment funds for future maintenance of all her 
creations. Although she kept very much alone, she had 
many friends and townsfolk revere her for her courage, 
her boundless generosity, and her persistent vision for her 
town's future. 

To honor this extraordinary woman and all of 
her achievements, an independent committee, chaired 
by Judith Rosbe, treasurer of the Historical Society, has 
been formed to raise funds to build a life-sized bronze 
statue of Elizabeth Taber. It was decided to coordinate 
with the Lighting the Way project in New Bedford, which 
is celebrating significant accomplishments of over 60 
women of the South Coast in conjunction with the 100th 
anniversary in 2020 of the Nineteenth Amendment giving 
women the right to vote. 

The Selectmen of Marion have given the project 
their hearty endorsement, and have agreed upon the 
chosen site in the Bicentennial Park. A selection committee 
has commissioned Erik Durant, a New Bedford sculptor, 
to create her life-size statue, which will be unveiled in 
the summer of 2020. He is already hard at work on this 
exciting project! 

The Sippican Historical Society (SHS) has 
agreed to assist with donations so as to allow for tax 
deductions for donors. SHS has also donated $50,000 for 
the statue, and Tabor Academy generously contributed 
a lead gift of $10,000 to help kick off the project. The 
Celebrate Elizabeth Taber Committee encourages Marion
